The BLM announced Friday it

The groups announced earlier this 
week they would pay a $10 filing 
fee ai required by the 1872 mining 
law to win the right to devejop a.

is owned by the Show King Resort. 

The event was designed to protest 
the ease with wjuch the 1872 min- 
ing law can be used to begin miner- 
al development. — ;
